Be it remembered that the above entitled cause came on to be 
heard on the 2nd day of November, 1908, before Mr. Justice Job 
Barnard, Special Assistant U. S. Attorney, James A. Cobb, appear¬ 
ing on behalf of the United States and Thomas Daly in his own 
proper person. 

That the petition of Thomas Daly, filed June 30, 1908, came on 
for final hearing in open Court, October 5, 1908, at the expiration 
of the ninety days prescribed by the Statute, at which time the peti¬ 
tioner, Thomas Daly, and his two witnesses, Patrick Tierney and 
John P. Buckley, were sworn and examined. 

It was disclosed by the examination that Patrick Tierney, one of 
the petitioner’s witnesses, had not known the petitioner the requisite 
number of years as required by the Statute, thereupon his, the peti¬ 
tioner’s case was continued until the next hearing which was Novem¬ 
ber 2nd, 1908, at which time the petitioner again appeared with 
two witnesses, John P. Buckley and George C. Montgomery, a wit¬ 
ness substituted in lieu of Patrick Tierney, one of the original wit¬ 
nesses to the petition. 
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The witness, Montgomery, was then sworn and examined 
6 in open Court, after which the Government objected to the 
admission of the petitioner, Daly, to naturalization, on the 
ground that Montgomery was a substituted witness and his name 
had not been duly posted for ninety days, as required by the Statute. 
The objection, after argument, was overruled and exception noted 
and an appeal taken in open Court by the Government. 

The exception herein stated, having been duly taken, allowed, 
settled and noted during the hearing, and before the petitioner was 
admitted to naturalization, the counsel for the United States present 
to the Court this their bill of exception and pray the Court to sign 
and seal the same and make the same a part of the record, accord¬ 


ing to the Statute in such case made and provided, and the same is 
accordingly done now for then, this 24th day of November, A. D. 
1908.
